The inner margins of some leaves are wormed, injuring a few 
letters, the blank corner of one leaf torn off, a small piece of 
the blank margin of o7 and q5 missing, the latter owing to a 
defect in the paper. 

The earliest notice of ownership of this copy was in the sale 
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in October, 1698, of the library of Dr. Francis Bernard, physi- 
cian to James II, where it was one of twelve Caxtons. It sold 
there for two shillings and sixpence (sixty-eight cents) and 
passed into the possession of Sir Robert Harley, first Earl of 
Oxford, whose shelf mark is on the first page, and who had it 
rebound in its present covers. The next possessor was Bryan 
Fairfax, who again sold it (with his whole library) privately to 
Francis Child, grandfather of the Countess of Jersey, the ap- 
praiser valuing it at £2.12.6—about thirteen dollars. The Child 
Library passed through marriage to the Earl of Jersey, whose 
book-plate is on the cover, and at the sale of that library in 
- 1885, was bought by Quaritch for Mrs. Norton Q. Pope of 
Brooklyn for £1950, and at her death Mr. Hoe became its 
owner. 
The only other known copies are imperfect, that in the 
Rylands Library—formerly Earl Spencer’s—lacking 10 leaves.

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Bowyer, Custodian of the Royal Archives in the Tower of Lon- 
don, and is divided into 3 parts: (1) Charters relating to the 
family, Patents of Nobility conferred, and Liberties granted to 
the Castle of Kenilworth; (2) Historical and Poetical notices 
relating to the Kings who have granted the same, and (3) Poeti- 
cal, Heroic and Satyric Eulogies, the latter relating to the monks 
who were connected with the family estate. The last named 
are written in Roman or Italic characters, the former being in 
the usual Elizabethan script hand. 

The miniatures are mostly allegorical in nature and depict 
Henry III in armor, one foot on firebrand, Edward I in trium- 
phal car, accompanied by Wallace and Duns Scotus; Edward II 
accosted by ‘‘Fortune Volubilitas,’’ with crown and scourge;

The first twenty leaves of the manuscript contain private 
prayers, one or two having responses in English, and the final 
leaves are entirely in English, probably being additions made 
by the second Earl of Pembroke in the sixteenth century, evi- 
denced by the Order of the Garter surrounding his arms, con- 
tained on the reverse of the first folio, a dignity conferred on 
the Earl by Edward VI. in 1549. On the second leaf is a full- 
length portrait of the Earl of Pembroke in silver and gold 
armor kneeling before an altar in a chapel, probably that of 
the Abbey of Wilton granted to the Earl by Henry VIII. a 
shield with his arms attached to a pillar. The first three leaves 
have illuminated borders, and four of the large initials contain 
the crests of the Herbert family. That the manuscript is for 
the Sarum use is shown by the Hymn and the three Lessons at 
Matins, the Capitulum and Collects at Lauds, and by the Lit- 
anies. In the Kalendar are found in red Wulfstan (Jan. 19), 
Cedda (March 2), Edward (March 18), Cuthbert (March 20), 
Richard (April 3), Alphege (April 19), Dunstan (May 19), 
Edmund (June 19), Oswald (Aug. 5), Wulfran (Oct. 15), 
Friedwida (Oct. 19), Thomas A’Becket (Dee. 29). 

The older—and main portion of the manuscript—commences 
at folio 21 and ends at folio 216. The first few leaves contain 
the calendar, and written in the margin are notes at certain 
dates relating to incidents in the War of the Roses, in which 
the first Earl of Pembroke lost his life. At the VII kalend of 
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April, (Feb. 23) is noted the death of Humphrey, Duke of 
Gloucester, first of the Earls of Pembroke and Cardiff ; at the 
XVIII kalend of April is noted the date of the battle of Barnet 
(1471), and the death of the Earl of Warwick, in May the battle 
of Tewkesbury, in June the marriage of Richard ITI, and so on, 
the writer being probably the private chaplain to the family.

*This Manuscript appeared successively in the sales of 
Giradot de Préfond, La Valliére and the Hamilton Collection. 
It has been described by several bibliographers and art critics 
(including De Bure, Duplessis, Durrien, Springer, and Seidlitz), 
and has been variously attributed to ‘‘Italy in 1524,” Clouet, 
Lucas van Leyden and Geoffroy Tory. The last-named ap- 
pears to have the premier claim, for the text agrees to the 
Livres d’Heures printed by him, and Bernard records that after 
1514 he established himself in Paris, painting miniatures in MSS. 

The Miniatures, which are elaborate in composition and 
original in treatment, are painted with the utmost delicacy. and 
comprise subjects worthy of notice. That of the Virgin 
and Child in the sky appearing as a vision to a group of Court 
Ladies and Nobles ina village street. isa scene of much variety 
and brilliance; the Angels appearing to the 7 shepherds (one of 
whom is a woman) has a beautiful landscape in the back- 
ground; The Presentation in the Temple depicts several women 
garbed in early Sixteenth Century costumes: Christ bearing 
the Cross, with soldiers in armor of the period, and David and 
Bathsheba, the latter attended by ladies in court costume and 
the messenger from the King. These are all surrounded by a 
broad gold border, one of which bears the date 1524. The small 
miniatures include S. Sebastian shot with arrows, S. Denis 
holding his scalp after martyrdom, S. Claudius, and § An- 
thony with bell and staff.

The subjects of the miniatures are: 1. A King of France re- 
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ceiving the visit of an angel, the scene an open field in which 
grow the lilies of France; 2. Pope Innocent IV. giving indul- 
gences to various Kings; 3. A Banquet; 4. The Tomb of Pepin 
with his effigy; 5. The coronation of Hugues Capet at Reims. 
The historiated initials, which are finely executed, contain por- 
traits of the Kings of France. At the end of the table is a note 
written in red, and in the same character of the manuscript, re- 
cording the death of Charles VII, August, 1460.

Folio, bound in the original wooden boards, 
re-covered with old brown velvet, dowblure of the original 
leather binding, rebacked with modern brown morocco, corner 
pieces and clasps of chiselled and engraved silver of the 17th 
century with designs of hunting scenes, the deluge, the four 


Evangelists, entrance of the animals into the ark, ete. 
See. XIV. 


* A MAGNIFICENT MANUSCRIPT. Executed at the instance of 
Charles VI of France, it was presented by that king to Henry V. 
of England on the occasion of the marriage of the latter to 
Catherine of Valois, daughter of Charles VI and Isabel of Ba- 
varia, at the same time that the King of France declared the 
King of England heir to his kingdom. Later it was in the pos- 
session of Henry VI, Henry VII, and Henry VIII, but at the 
period of the suppression of the monasteries in England seemed 
to have passed into the ownership of Jean Legrand, and was sold 
by a certain Gilles in Antwerp for the account of Legrand to the 
manastery of Tongerloo. Here it remained for nearly three cen- 
turies, until 1869, when it was sold to M. Bachellin, the Paris 
bookseller, who transferred it to M. Didot. It was one of the 
most remarkable MSS. in the Didot sale (1879), and pur- 
chased by the Paris bookseller Fontaine, who sold it to the 
Comtesse Mniszeck (stepdaughter of Honoré de Balzac) for 
100,000 frs. Later it was offered for sale by Thibaudeau at 
three thousand guineas, and finally came into the possession of 
Mr. Hoe. 

Very few missals are so richly and copiously illustrated. There 
are no less than 107 MINIATURES, AROUND EACH OF WHICH ARE 
FOUR SMALLER MINIATURES, MAKING A TOTAL OF 529. There are 
several thousand large and small initials, and each page is sur- 
rounded by an exquisitely designed border. It is probable that 
more than one artist executed the miniatures, one of whom may 
have been Jehan Vandetar, specimens of whose work are ex- 
hibited at the Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris, and who shortly 
before the period when this Missal was executed, illuminated and

illustrated a Bible for Charles V. However no indication is given 
of any of the painters, excepting that Flemish influence can be 
traced in many of the miniatures, all of which are of high 
artistic quality. There is a consistency in the treatment of the 
subjects, signifying a concerted scheme and constant supervi- 
sion. The Saviour is represented throughout in a robe of cloth 
gold; the costumes are heightened with gold in every case where 
the reflection of light is intended; and the landecapes and archi- 
tectural backgrounds are all based on the one general design. 
An interesting feature is that on some of the friezes in the archi- 
tecture of the backgrounds are letters or inscriptions, which may 
have some significance. On the wall in the background of the 
thirty-second miniature (the Magdalen anointing the head of 
Jesus) is a series of letters and figures in which can be de- 
ciphered combinations of H and R (Henry Rex), ending with 
“*VITI R.’’ This would seem to indicate the eighth year of 
the reign of Henry V, very nearly corresponding to the date of 
the marriage of Henry V and Catherine of Valois, and the event 
for which this Missal was executed. 

The first page represents a Gothic vaulted recess with hangings 
of blue tapestry, covered with devices of a K and the fleur-de-lys; 
in the centre and at each side rise three tall columns surmounted 
by an angel. The angel on the centre column holds a shield 
with the arms of Charles VI, and a banderolle on which is in- 
scribed ‘‘Karolus VI Rex Francie,’’ and at the bottom attached 
by a thong, is another shield with the joint arms of Charles VI 
and Isabel of Bavaria. The angel on the pillar on the left holds 
shields and banderolles of the feudatories of France—the Dukes 
of Burgundy, Aquitaine and Normandy, and the Counts of 
Flanders, Champagne and Toulouse. On the right the angel holds 
shields of the ecclesiastical lords of Rheims, Langres, Laon, 
Beauvais, Noyons and Chalons. On the second leaf is a broad 
floral border containing the shields of Henry V and Catherine of 
Valois quartering those of France and England. In the centrea - 
Tabernacle of goldsmith’s work holds the Holy Sacrament and 
stands on a Gothic altar, the background being of red tapestry 
with gold fleur-de-lys. Following the second leaf are three leaves 
of Table—‘‘pour trouver les offices chascun iour par ordre,’’ 
ending with ‘‘ Messe de saint loys roy de france.’’ 

Many of the large miniatures are of unusual occurrence. In 
those instances where the subjects are repeated, they are of dif- 
ferent composition and usually by a different artist. The two 
miniatures of 8. Catherine emphasize the fact of its being for the 
Queen, and it is interesting to notice the number of French saints 
and martyrs represented. 

THIS MANUSCRIPT IS NOT ONLY OF GREAT HISTORICAL IM- 
PORTANCE, BUT OF REMARKABLE INTEREST ON ACCOUNT OF THE

46 apparently a por- 
trait of the Queen (resembling that in the famous ‘‘ Livre 
d’Heures d’Anne de Bretagne’’) and that on fol. 112 resembles 
the head of Louis XII. found on coins of the period. 

The miniatures, which are painted in the best style of the 
French Renaissance and delineated with so much individuality, 
are undoubtedly portraits from life, some of them probably 
Maids of Honor to the Queen. They are interesting as de- 
picting the costumes of the period, and are executed in man- 
ner precisely similar to that of the above-mentioned ‘‘ Livre 
d’Heures.’’ All of the subjects are—with three exceptions— 
half-length figures and represent the Heroines in the work itself, 
the ‘‘ Heriodes or Epistles of the Heroines’’ consisting of sup- 
posed leiters of famous women written to their absent husbands 
or lovers. 

The artists have not reproduced men and women of classical 
antiquity, but have chosen to paint their own contemporaries, 
so that they cannot be mistaken for imaginary creations. Several 
are naturally depicted in the act of writing, and Phédre is 
standing holding a quill pen, which she is cutting, to the light, 
with a knife in her left hand. The portrait of Louis XII— 
represented as suffering and feeble—is peculiarly truthful in 
delineation, while the only other male character—a beautiful 
portrait of a young man—might conceivably be Charles VIII., 
‘‘)affable,’’ first husband of Anne de Bretagne, who died in . 
1498, aged 28 years. The title, which was painted at a later 
date than the body of the book, is in an architectural border of 
camaieu d’or containing at the top a medallion of Ovid in a red 
robe on a blue ground.

so. Those who really know me, know better. In the meantime 
I shall turn the general error to account. But enough of this:
